Lighting a Fire Without Matches 


A method developed by P.L. Harry 
Honey of the 14th Edmonton “Bull- 
dogs”, has considerable merits, This 
week I will deal with the preparation 
of the “tinder”, and next week I will 
tell you how to use it. 

Get a handful of mechanics cotton 
waste and set it alight with a match. 
Tumble it about to make sure that it 
all becomes burned to a blackish sort 
of ash, At this stage parts of it will 
begin to glow—now is the time to 
press out all sparks with a flat stone, 
piece of board, etc. This black “mess” 
is your tinder, and must be carefully 
gathered up and stored in a tin box 
for future use. 

You also require an old file (or a 
broken piece of one) and a good flinty 
stone—the more sparks it throws the 
better the stone, and the quicker the 
fire gets going.

Hearing Must Be Granted Within 
24 Hours of Arrest 


The Criminal Code provides that 
any prisoner held in custody shall ap- 
pear in court within twenty-four 
hours after his arrest, or, in the case 
of Sundays or public holidays, shall 
appear the following day. 

Due to the fact that members of

PLAGUE THIS SUMMER 


Alberta agricultural officials are 
preparing for their annual] battle with 
grasshoppers, Admitting that the ex- 
tent and severity of the plague would 
depend on climatic conditions, depart- 
mental officials figure it “might be 
fairly heavy” this year. Observations 
were based on tests made last aut- 
umn, following an unusually dry sum- 
mer, This year’s charts indicate Leth- 
bridge as the centre of the southern 
area where the hoppers are expected 
in numbers, while Drumheller is the 
focal point in the north-central sec- 
tion, Provided the spring is late and 
wet, the infestation may be limited 
to recognized areas, Should it break 
early and be comparatively dry these 
districts may extend come additional 
distance to the north and east, it was 
stated.

WEEKLY COMMENT ON 
THE WORLD OF WHEAT 
BY H. G. L. STRANGE 


Improve quality! Keep down costs 
of production! 

These should be the watchwords for 
Western Canadian farmers, for all 
who are their friends, and who are, 
therefore, keenly interested in the 
farmers’ welfare. 

Very definite, and, it would seem, 
successful efforts are being made not 
only to maintain, but to improve the 
wheat quality; but how about reduc- 
ing costs of production? Unfortunate- 
ly very little in this direction is now 
being done, yet the reduction of costs 
is just as important as the improve- 
ment of quality—Can costs be reduc- 
ed, or at all events stopped from ris- 
ing still further? 

It will not be easy, but I for one 
believe it can be done, even though 
costs of production actually are now 
rising as revealed by the Searle Index 
which keeps accounts, month by month 
of the costs of the things farmers 
buy. 

More will be said in later articles 
about methods which might be adopt- 
ed to reduce costs, In the meantime 
anything that will increase the yield 
per acre will definitely help. The use 
of Leytosan and Ceresan for treat- 
ment against smut and root rot dis- 
eases, also the use of fertilizer, which 
increases yield and brings about ear- 
lier maturity, are splendid ways of 
reducing costs of production. 


Following factors have tended to 
raise price: 

Japan, Mexico and Greece purchase 
Argentine wheat. Italy purchases still 
more Argentine and Roumanian 
wheat. Germany and Great Britain 
continue to buy Argentine, Turkish 
Australian, Indian, Yugo-Slavian and 
Canadian wheat.

DRIVERS DIM CAR LIGHTS

Important changes in the Vehicles 
and Highway Traffic Act, which are 
of interest to all motorists and others 
using the highways of the province, 
are provided in an amending bill in- 
troduced in the legislature. 

Probably the section of greatest in- 
terest is that which makes 1s compul- 
sory for headlights on motor vehicles 
to be dimmed or dropped, This must 
be done at a distance of not less than 
350 feet. 

It is recalled that in recent months 
strong protests have been expressed 
at meetings over the menace of glare 
headlights and the danger of serious 
accidents. 

Another section of the bill requires 
cycles to be equipped with a lighted 
headlamp and a lighted tail light or 
rear reflector when being ridden on 
a highway at night. 

The bill also contains another im- 
portant section which provides that all 
motor vehicles shal] be equipped with 
adequate breaks. Standards of ade- 
quacy are prescribed while police of- 
ficers may inspect brakes of any ve- 
hicle operating on the highway and 
may order it to be brought to a break 
adequacy forthwith. 

Another section makes necessary 
the reporting to a peace officer of all 
accidents in which a motor vehicle is 
involved, if any injury to person or 
property is caused by the accident,

B. C, GOLD COINS VALUABLE 

Among the world’s rare coins are 
ten and twenty-dollar gold pieces 
turned out by the British Columbia 
Assay Office in 1862. 

Gold was discovered in British Co- 
lumbia in 1857, when the Province 
was a Crown Colony. The Governor 
applied to the Home Office for auth- 
an assay office, This 
was opened in 1860 in New West- 
minister, The following year permis- 
sion was given to this office to coin 
gold in ten and twenty-dollar pieces. 

In 1862 some trial pieces were 
turned out, but after striking these 
few pieces, the workers decided to do
